We have in our British 
Columbia files, just received, a report ofa 
speech delivered by Mr, D+Cogmos at a meet- 
iog in Victoria on the evening of Aug. 22, 
which from beginning to end was a detence 
of the O.tawa Goverament.

woald be received with the plandits of mil 
lions, (Loud applause.) That treaty will be

makers, will ever heréatter prefer peaceful 
negotiation to the arbitration of the sword 
(applause) 

“He came away trom the Dominion Parli- 
ament convinced that the right men were in 
the right place in the Cabinet.

And we see by the low banks and 
absence of old banks above the rapids, that 
oven the highest of these ancient banks dij not 
contain a greater river than this which flows 
through the narrow gorge to-day. We essume. 
then, from all the monument at the river nas 
left of its own bistory,ethat the present rate 
of recession would bea fair measure of the 
past, except at the whirlpool and ferry Iahding. 
Six inchese year, measured on the channrl, 
wouid place the falls at Lewiston 74 000 years 
ago. ehave no means of knowing bow 
long the quartzose sandstone, which forms 
the lowest port of the bank at the whirlpori, 
would have arrested the cataract. This stra- 
tom is 25 feet thick, and, as its southward 
dips 20 feet a mile, andthe slope of the river 
channel 15 feet a mile, the falle would have 
to eut back thsough this: rock more then 
halfa mile. The halt may have been many 
thousand years. Add another period for the 
balitat the landing, and. the age of the can- 
nel, from Lewiatoneto the horseshoe, may 
not fall below 200,000 years. Unquestionably 
the channel has been excavated since the 
close of the glacial epoch, which science bas 
well-nigh demonstrated accurred about 200, 
000 years ago,.—rof. Gunning in Popular
